It is concluded that no mediation will be accepted by 
Italy until she has accomplished the military decupa- 
tion of the Tripolitian coast. After that negotiations 
will be much easier and may not be unsuccessful if 
Turkey will accept a money indemnity for allowing 
Italy to establish herself in Tripoli as Great Britain 
is in Egypt. 

The news filtering in from various points con- 
tinues to be of a negative kind. Tripoli, it seems, has 
not been bombarded and is not likely to be if the Turks 
do not oppose the landing. The warlike operations 
are confined to a blockade and the capture on either 
side of a few small vessels. It is now admitted by the 
Turks that Prevesa in European Turkey is not occu- 
pied. 

Italy’s announcement that she has no intention 
to carry the war into European Turkey will do much 
ty avoid Balkan complications, Turkey’s ministerial 
difficulties have not been solved, but generally the 
situation looks more peaceful .
